suffered another devastating blow, one delivered by a 

recent state law enforcement sting dubbed “Operation Rabbit.” Kona Coast Supplies, 
supposedly legitimate fertilizer store, began operating in 1986. The company’s three 
employees were actually state narcotics agents. 

Ina matter of months Kona Coast Supplies became an all-purpose pot clearing house. 
Customers were offered not only the usual farming supplies, but services that included sale of 
marijuana seeds, co-ordination of pot sales, and assistance in shipping marijuana. Apparently, 
the “employees” gained the trust of many growers, although others were suspicious of such bla- 
tant activity and kept away. 

‘After a year and a half of running the store as a pot-handling enterprise, the facade was 
dropped this springand thearrests began. To date, 44 indictmentson charges of possessingand 
promoting (selling) marijuana have been handed down. Unconfirmed reports of many more 
pending indictments continue to circulate, rumors fed by the fact that, at press time, 20 of the 44 
indicted have accepted plea bargain arrangements from the state prosecutor's office. 

Most of the charges involved small amounts of marijuana (two to ten ounces). Defendants 
were given just one week to decide whether to go to trial (and face sentences of up to five years 
oneach count), or toaccept the plea bargain (and accept sentences of one to one anda half years). 
Ifa defendant pled guilty, jail time began within three to four days after sentencing. 

‘The unusual speed with which these cases were settled (evident in the code name “Operation 
Rabbit”) can be traced to the attitude of the presiding judge, Paul DiSilva, who is said to have 
visited the prosecutor's office and purchased an “Operation Rabbit” T-shirt for his personal 
use, Other sources claim that Judge DiSilva’sson died ina “drug-related matter,” and that heis, 
known to favor harsh justice for drug offenses. During pre-trial hearings, several requests by 
defense lawyers for a change of venue due to pre-trial publicity were denied by Judge DiSilva.

Crackdown on Pot 


The recent sting operation is the latest ef 
fort by law enforcement officials to curb 
Hawaii's flourishing marijuana business. In 
past years, local officials conducted a “green 
harvest,” usingairborne surveillance tolocate 
pot fields shortly before harvest time in late 
summer/early fall. Growers knew that the po- 
lice waited until just before harvest to en- 
hance the amount and the dollar value of the 
marijuana they seized, and therefore timed 
their harvest to take place just before the 
police raids. An estimated 10 to 20 percent of 
the crop was seized each year, anamount that 
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previous years. 
This change in local law enforcement pro- 

cedures, followed by “Operation Rabbit,” 
has resulted in major setbacks to the 
Hawaiian marijuana business. Sources offer 
two reasons for the crackdown. The Reagan 
administration's intimidating stance toward 
local governments—threatening to withhold 
federal funds for a perceived laxness in pro-

of luxury tourist hotels are planned for this

federal appeals courts have upheld 

the constitutionality of rules subject- 
ing public employees to random drug 
tests, even in cases where there is no 
reason to suspect drug abuse. These ap- 
peals courts rulings have reversed previ- 
ous decisions in state and lower federal 
courts over the last 18 months which had 
affirmed the right to privacy as spelled out 
in the Fourth Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion (protections against “unreasonable 
searches and seizures”) as a barrier to 
such testing. 

While the issue will not finally be decid- 
ed until it reaches the Supreme Court, 
these recent reversals point to a current 
legal trend toward allowing drug testing 
‘on a random basis. (Although many pre- 
vious Supreme Court judgements have 
reaffirmed that the Constitutional right to 
privacy protects against governmental in- 
trusions, the Court has not yet ruled on 
drug testing specifically.) 

When a drug testing case finally does 
reach the Supreme Court, the arguments 
should settle what civil liberties lawyers 
are calling “the most significant privacy 
issue of the decade.”

developers and businessmen with interestsin 
the tourist trade have pushed local politicians 
to clear the potential tourist zone on the west 
coast of “hippie weirdos” who smoke and 
grow pot. (Prior to last summer's raids, and 
the recent sting, Hilo mayor Dante Carpenter 
had been noted for his low key policy toward 
enforcement of marijuana laws.) 


Pot: Big Business for Hawaii 


Acknowledged for years as a principal 
underground business in the economically 
depressed islands, the marijuana trade has 
long operated in an atmosphere of tolerant 
symbiosis between pot businessmen and local 
law enforcement. With an economy depen- 
dent on the tourist trade, and with a high 
unemployment rate, Hawaiians turned to 
marijuana as a major business over the last 
two decades: NORML's 1986 marijuana crop 
report estimates the value of the Hawaii crop 
at 1 billion, 722 million dollars. Some sources 
claim that as many as 30,000 Hawaiians are 
engaged in marijuana growing. Law enforce- 
ment officials offer lower though less preci 
figures, but admit that a substantial number 
of citizens are involved in growing and/or 
selling pot. 

Citizens Protest 


In a grass-roots reaction to these 
developments, a citizens’ group has been 
formed to lobby for reform in the marijuana 
laws. At a press conference held in Hilo in 
midMay, the Marijuana Issue Political Ac- 
tion Committee announced its purposeas that 
of an educational and political lobby. “The 
many potgrowers and smokers on this island 
will no longer passively tolerate government 
intervention or harassment,” said MIPAC 
spokesman Ron Olson. “We are going to 
educate and agitate for reform along the lines 
of the Oregon Marijuana Initiative.” At press 
time, a rally was planned for the Hilo Tennis 
Stadium in July, featuring local political 
figures, panel discussions, a chile and rice 
“pig-out” eating contest, and rock music. 
MIPAC claims that local politicians, aware of 
the econor necessities that encourage 
Hawaiians to become involved in the mari- 
juana business, are susceptible to more 
enlightened attitudes toward law enforce- 
ment than those evident recently. For more

Once again, the “War on Drugs” seems to 
have brought toa crisis point the many legal, 
economic, and political issues which swirl 
around the current marijuana policies.

THE BIG CHILL: 


Alaska’s Proposed Pot Law 
By JON GETTMAN, NORML Director 


(The following testimony was given to the Senate Judiciary Committee on May 
|, 1987 during a public hearing on Senate Bill #32, which if passed would 
recriminalize marijuana use in the state of Alaska.) 


Mr. Chairman, members of the commit- 
tee, citizens of Alaska: My name is Jon Gett- 
man and | am the National Director of 
NORML, the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws. Founded in 1970, 
NORML is an educational organization dedi- 
cated to the review and study of marijuana 
use, marijuana laws, and their effect on our 
society. 

The Marijuana Tax Act of 1937 marked 
the beginning of federal attempts to deter 
marijuana use by making it illegal. And here 
we are, 50 years later, living proof of prohi- 
bition’s ineffectiveness, still discussing 
whether criminal penalties are appropriate 
for marijuana use. 

Alaska has the respect and admiration of 
people around the world for its integrity on 
the matter of marijuana use. They are im- 
pressed by your dedication to the principle of 
privacy, which Justice Brandeis once re- 
marked is the cornerstone of all our free- 
doms. We are impressed by Alaska because 
we know that your dedication to privacy is 
founded on a deep conviction to the ethic of 
personal responsibility. 

Others, though, respect your laws because 
they are practical. They envy you in that re- 
spect, wishing the political climate in which 
they work would allow them to devote their 
time to more serious matters than debating 
adult marijuana use at home. 

There have been repeated challenges to 
the policy of arresting marijuana users over 
the last 25 years that have discredited many of 
the old excuses justifying prohibition. The 


emotional voices calling for the imprisonment 
of marijuana users come up with some new 
excuse every few years. The latest is that be- 
cause marijuana is, on average, more potent 
today than ten years ago, it is somehow more 
dangerous; more subtle is the implication that 
this increase in its potency renders previous 
research irrelevant. 

The claim is that the more potent mari- 
juana of the '80s is a new, different drug than 
the one many adults tried in the '60s and early 
70s. First of all, as with alcohol, marijuana 
smokers compensate for a higher potency by 
simply using less. Secondly, high potency mar- 
ijuana has been on the market, so to speak, for 
thousands of years under the name hashish. 
Though hashish is manufactured from the res- 
ins of oils of marijuana, pharmacuetically it has 
ahigh level of THC. This claim is part of a long 
historical trend of believing that despite the 
discrediting of previous scare stories about 
marijuana, new evidence emerging from re- 
search will finally prove that marijuana really 
isas bad as “they” said it was. It is this histori 
cal context that causes me to treat these 
claims with more than a bit of skepticism. 

The National Academy of Sciences con- 
ducted a review of all the literature about 
marijuana. The study was chaired by Arnold S. 
Relman, editor of the New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine. Their report, Marijuana 
& Health, was published in 1982. There have 
benno new developments since that time to 
contradict their findings. Just as in a court of 
law, there are rules of evidence by which to 
evaluate research claims. Without exception, 


the “dangers” of marijuana fail to satisfy those 
rules of evidence to the satisfaction of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

Let me address this bill pointedly. It is 
based on several “findings” that are without 
foundation. First of all, THC, the drug's active 
ingredient, does not, | repeat, does not 
lodge in the fatty tissues of the body for 30 
days, as Finding Number One reports. Find- 
ings Number One and Number Two (which 
Claims that this buildup cause “loss of sleep, ” 
“moodiness,” and “restlessness”) are simply 
wrong. THC is broken down by the body ina 
few hours, when the high associated with it 
wears off, It is the by-products of this chemi- 
cal breakdown that lodge in the fatty tissues 
for several weeks. These have no effect on 
the body whatsoever and there is not a 
single study that proves otherwise. So 
there is no “buildup” of THC. 

Finding Number Three, which claims “it is 
possible for a human being to overdose from 
marijuana,” is also factually incorrect. Mari- 
juana is one of the least toxic drugs known. 
You can not overdose from smoking mari- 
juana. Furthermore, marijuana does not inter- 
act with alcohol, as other drugs do, and 
increase its potency. Any toxicologist familiar 
with marijuana will confirm this fact. 

To the extent that marijuana and alcohol 
are both intoxicants, their use in conjunction, 
and to excess, would be irresponsible, and in 
some circumstances, dangerous. 

Finding Number Four concerns the accusa- 
tion that marijuana is more dangerous today 
because it is more potent. The “finding” also 
claims that marijuana averages a THC po- 
tency of 10 percent; actually, the average po- 
tency of marijuana these days is closer to 3.5

percent. A slight digression will further un- 
derscore its irrelevance. 

Experts are now realizing that the key to 
understanding drug related problems is to fo- 
cus on addictive personalities rather than ar- 
guing about the relative addictiveness of 
different drugs. Present theory holds that. for 
a variety of reasons, some people are prone 
to abuse drugs, any drugs, legal or not. The 
potency of the drug is irrelevant for these 
people. An alcoholic is no less off the wagon 
for drinking beer than he or she would be for 
drinking vodka. The increased potency of 
marijuana makes it no less and no more dan- 
gerous than it was ten years ago, which is, re- 
latively speaking, not dangerous at all. 

Marijuana does not cause schizophrenia, il- 
lusions, or hallucinations (as Finding Number 
Five claims) and the only pain it can dull is that 
of headaches, muscle soreness, or cramps— 
which by the way is why urinalysis tests con- 
fuse the metabolites of marijuana with those 
of ibuprofen, the active ingredient in Advil 
The possibility that marijuana makes the body 
unresponsive to severe pain, as the finding 
claims, is just not so. 

There is no doubt that long-term mari- 
juana smoking will increase someone's likeli- 
hood of lung disease or lung cancer, as in the 
case of smoking tobacco. Our lungs, it seems, 
are not made for smoke. 

The claim that one marijuana cigarette a 
day for three years will cause cancer is pre- 
posterous. Millions of people have smoked far 
more marijuana than this for far longer, in- 
cluding, | admit, myself, and there are not mil- 
lions of cases of lung cancer to prove this 
claim. As with the rest of the findings this bill 
is based on, this claim is contradicted by the 
Relman report. 

Furthermore, examinations commissioned 
by the British government in 1894, by Mayor 
LaGuardia in New York in 1944, by President 
Nixon in 1972, by the LeDain Commission in 
‘Canada in 1974, by the Australian Royal Com- 
mission in 1977, by the National Academy of 
Sciences in 1982, and also by a British Advi- 
sory Council Report to the Home Secretary 
in 1982 have all concluded that these claims 
about the “dangers” of marijuana use are 
without foundation. Marijuana has been 
around for thousands of years, and it has not 
essentially changed during the last ten. 

‘The simple fact is that marijuana users have 
found it to be relatively harmless. It is also 
clear that many other people just don't like 
this fact. Rather than leave this matter of 
choice to the individual as an issue of personal 
responsibility, some would rather have the 
state make that decision and intervene in 
the private lives of its citizens. This is what the 
invasion of privacy is all about, and if that is the 
intent of your law then you should be honest 
and change your findings to this simple state- 
ment: We find that many Alaskans don't like 
marijuana use by their fellow citizens because 
they are afraid of it. 
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‘And before | continue, let me share with 
you what my organization tells the public 
about marijuana use. It’s bad for the lungs, and 
‘awaterpipe should be used to filter out some 
of the tars. It raises the blood pressure in 
some people, and should be avoided for that 
reason by people with cardivascular prob- 
lems. The use of marijuana during pregnancy 
may contribute to a slightly smaller birth 
weight for the fetus, similar to alcohol or to- 
bacco use during pregnancy; NORML advises 
women to cease marijuana use during preg- 
nancy, as well as alcohol and tobacco. Mari- 
juana causes short-term impairment and 
should not be used in conjunction with work, 
driving, and/or the use of heavy machinery, or 
under any circumstances by adolescents. And 
yes, gentlemen, it is true that marijuana 
slightly suppresses sperm production. How- 
ever, this has no effect on fertility or chromo- 
somes, as the Relman report. confirms, and as 
do the several married couples of my 
acquaintance,

Ladies and gentlemen, we don't need to 
examine the works of experts to decide if 
‘marijuana causes this massive complex of ad- 
verse effects cited by its opponents. Mari- 
juana has been used by over 75 million people, 
yet there is no prevalance of case histories (epi- 
‘demiological or longitudinal studies) thatprove a 
single one of these findings. There are no de- 
formed babies on account of marijuana use, 
no overdoses, no lung cancer patients, and no 
brain-damaged patients either. The burden of 
proof, then, is with the accuser. |, for one, 
would like to know about the individuals 
whose cases would prove these findings, for | 
don’t believe they exist. If it really caused 
genetic defects, surely out of the millions and 
millions of people who have used marijuana in 
the last 25 years, there would be some clear 
proof of deformed babies? Yet there is not. 
And there is almost certainly no indication 
that millions of young men are walking around 
with protruding breasts. This, | neglected to 
mention earlier, was one of the scare stories 
circulated during the '70s, that marijuana, by 
way of affecting hormonal production, caused 
breast development in young males. 


‘And how about Alaska’s fellow pioneer, 
The Netherlands, which has long had a tol- 
erant attitude toward marijuana? Officials 
there, reported an April |8ch article in the 
‘New York Times, have concluded that their 
noncriminal approach to marijuana is work- 
ing, that marijuana use did not lead to harder 
drugs. and that the number of marijuana users 
has remained steady (at 36 percent) during 
the last ten years. Several years ago Spain de- 
criminalized marijuana. Last fall a committee 
‘of members of the European parliament rec- 
‘ommended that marijuana smokers caught 
with cannabis for their own use should be cau- 
tioned, not prosecuted. 

Of even greater interest are domestic de- 
velopments. In the last few years Columbia, 
Missouri, almost passed a decriminalization 
bill by referendum, a bill cleared the Milwau- 
kee City Council, and another cleared the 
New Hampshire House by consent. Though 
neither measure became law, the town of 
Hickory Hills, Illinois, has enacted a decrimi- 
nalization bill. And, one recently passed the 
House in lowa bya wide vote, and awaits ac- 
tion in their Senate. 

The alternative to arresting marijuana 
smokers is to drop criminal penalties, or, as in 
Alaska, to respect personal use and cultiva- 
tion of marijuana as a matter of individual pri- 
vacy. This approach is being studied by others, 
not so much because of a noble respect for 
privacy, or, I'm sorry to say, justice and credi- 
bility, but for two other very understandable 
reasons. 

1) Arresting marijuana smokers in ineffec- 
tive. And 2) it costs too much money. Many 
experts share the opinion, voiced for exam- 
ple by Dr. William J. Kinard Jr., Dean of the 
School of Pharmacy at the University of 
Maryland at Baltimore, that “legal control of 
marijuana is almost impossible and our limited 
resources should be directed to the control 
of the more toxic illicit substances,” that is, 
cocaine and heroin. 

Finally, if the legislature adopts these find- 
ings they will be challenged. Certainly the is- 
sue will end up in court, but that is not the 
arena that threatens the well-being of your 
communities the most. No, these findings will 
be challenged by the inquiring minds of your 
children, If these fears and distortions are 
adopted as fact, they will constitute allie, anda 
lie easily contradicted by common sense, his- 
tory, and scientific review. Itis in the arena of 
credibility that this bill will damage the state 
of Alaska. If you want to send a message to 
your kids, tell them what we tell them: When 
you are old enough to accept responsibility 
for yourself you are old enough to make your 
‘own decisions. Alcohol, marijuana, and to- 
bacco can all be harmful, though many people 
seem to enjoy using them in moderation. 
Some people have a tendency to abuse drugs, 
and unfortunately, we don’t always know in 
advance who they are. Furthermore, young 
people lack the maturity to use and not abuse 
these drugs (as do many adults). These princi- 
ples, a good, credible education, and a keen 
interest in development will keep your chil- 
dren from having drug problems.

Paul N. Samuels, executive vice- 
president of the Legal Action Center, a 
New York advocacy group that opposes 
random testing.

The recent rulings are also important 
because they establish a favorable legal 
climate for the execution of President 
Reagan's executive order of last 
September, in which he called for the 
mandatory testing of federal employees 
in “sensitive” positions “requiring a high 
degree of trust and confidence.” These 
tests may involve half of the federal gov- 
erment's 22 million civilian employees.

A SIGNIFICANT 
REVERSAL 


Of the four recent appeals court rul- 
ings, perhaps the most significant is.a 
case involving the United States Cus- 
toms Service (the other three involved 
prison guards in lowa, race horse jockeys 
in New Jersey, and bus drivers in Chicago, 
Illinois).

IS DRUG TESTING 
ASEARCH? 


The central issue is whether tests re- 
quiring employees to supply urine 


samples are the legal equivalents of sear- | 


ches of homes or bodies. The Fourth 
Amendment stems from the British habit 
of arbitrarily searching colonialists and 
their homes during the years before the 
‘American Revolution; the clause protects 
people “in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effects against unreasonable sear- 
ches and seizures.” Is unannounced, ran- 
dom testing an arbitrary “search,” a prin- 
ciple whichU.S. Courts have consistently 
rejected? Government lawyers who de- 
fend random drug tests have argued that 
urinalysisis not like a search of ahomeat 
all. 

“Drug testing raises no greater constitu- 
tional concern than other testing devices 
such as physical examinations, finger- 
print checks, or background investiga- 
tions,” claims Richard K. Willard, Assis- 
tant United States Attorney General for 
the civil division of the Justice 
Department. 


On appeal, Justice Department 
lawyers claimed that the tests were not a 
“search” but were “fitness tests” for 
employment. They also claimed that 
Customs Service employees, responsi- 
ble for finding and seizing drugs at the 
country's borders, would be vulnerable to 
corruption and/or blackmail if they them- 
selves were drug users. 

Last May, a three-judge panel of the 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals agreed with 
the Justice Department and lifted the in 
junction—although they actually disa- 
greed with the Justice Department argu- 
ment. Judge Alvin Rubin wrote that the 
tests were legal, even though “we hold 
that the Customs Service testing pro- 
gram constitutes a search within the 
meaning of the Fourth Amendment.” But 
Judge Rubin, in his majority opinion, 
ruled that this “search” was, in thecaseof 
drug testing, “justified because of the 
strong governmental interest in employ- 
ing individuals for key positions in drug 
enforcement who themselves are not 
drug users.” The panel also decided that 
due to “the limited intrusiveness of this 
particular program, it is reasonable, and 
therefore, it is not unconstitutional.” 

This same appeals court is expectedto 
eventually rule on the constitutionality of 
the President's executive order. If the 
customs case is considered as a prece- 
dent, mandatory random drug testing for 
government employees may become an 
accepted practice within the next few 
months. @

fered from semantic problems: There was 
no limit on the amount of marijuana one 
could grow; the age limit was too low (18 
instead of 21); the word “private” was not 
defined; and the government was not pro- 
vided with any incentive to support the 
measure. 

“Many people said our proposal was 
nothing but a marijuana smokers’ wish 
list,” said Sajo, “and | guess they were 
right.” Sajo found it comforting, however, 
that even though the referendum was 
voted down, “270,000 voters in Oregon 
agreed to allow me to grow all the mari- 
juana | wanted.” 

Next year, OMI plans to have a better 
proposal, one that includes a 3-plant (or 
4-ounce) limit; an age limit of 21; a defini- 
tion of “private” that includes the words 
“hidden from public view”; and a $50 an- 
nual tax that will support local county 
health programs. “We'll be on the offen- 
sive next year,” promised Sajo. “It's a 
presidential election, which meansalarge 
voter turnout that will work in our favor.” 
Sajo also gave thanks to the indoor equip- 
ment manufacturers who support OMI. 
“Most people in Oregon now grow in- 
doors,” he said. “The reason is simple: 
only 110th of 1% of indoor growers get 
busted, while 10% of the outdoor growers 
get busted.” 

By far the highest visibility at the con- 
vention was achieved by Jeffery Julian 
DeMarco, owner of Pyraponic Industries. 
DeMarco andhis staff placed overadozen 
Phototron units throughout the hotel 
where the conference was held. There 
was considerable debate about the effec- 
tiveness of the fluorescent lights in the 
Phototron as compared to the metal 
halide and high pressure sodium lights 
preferred by large-scale growers (the 
Phototron is a small, self-contained 
hydroponic unit). On the final day of the 
conference, DeMarco agreed to ship a 
Phototron toa well-known expert on mari- 
juana botany who plans to run indepen- 
dent tests on the unit. 

‘A number of retail stores selling indoor 
‘equipment also sent representatives to 
the conference, and it is hoped this trend 
will continue. According to conservative 
estimates, there are over a million “per- 
sonal use” growers in America today. 
Hopefully, many of these growers will 
make an effort to attend NORML’s annual 
conference and support the only 
organization dedicated to legalizing their 
gardens. Growers who cannot attend can

was never your 
typical baseball player. 
He took numerous illegal 
drugs, wore curlers in his hair, and 
was frequently involved in shouting 
matches with his manager and stadium 
personnel. Controversy was never far from him. ¢ Born 
into a poor black family, Dock was raised in the Watts ghetto 
of Los Angeles, where he was known as “Peanuts.” In 1965, 
during the infamous Watts riots, tanks were parked outside his house 

and Dock’s light-skinned mother was mistaken for a white woman. She was 
about to be shot by a gang of blacks when she stepped into her son's car. The well- 

known name “Peanuts” painted on the door saved her life. @ Although life wasn’t easy 
for Dock, sports came naturally. He grew into a hulk of a man, weighing 195 and standing 6’3”, 
At Gardena High School, he lettered in baseball, track, and basketball. He easily could have given 
professional basketball a try since he was named MVP three years in a row. @ Unfortunately, Dock didn’t 
have the grades to make it into a university. After graduating, he briefly attended Harbor Junior College, staying 
long enough to become the high jump champion. Later that year, at age 19, he attended an open tryout for the 
Pittsourgh Pirates, who were sufficiently impressed to sign him asa free agent. Four years later, Dock made his major league 
debut at Dodger Stadium. After a solid first year working relief and as a spot starter, he joined the starting rotation in 1969. ¢ 
Dock's first year had its ups and downs. He posted an unimpressive 11-17 record and grew unhappy with the press. He 
refused to talk to sportswriters and began developing a reputation as a renegade. However, prior to the 1970 
season, he suddenly decided to become more accessible, stating, “I guess getting my rear kicked in by the 
hitters last year helped me. 'm going to talk, but mainly I'm going to pitch.” @ In 1970, the Pirates were in a 
tough pennant race against the Mets and the Cubs, in a title tiff sportswriters dubbed “the pennant 
nobody wanted.” One of the reasons given for the Pirates winning ways was the harmony in 
the clubhouse. Asked by SPORTS ILLUSTRATED why white, black, and Hispanic players 
got along so well on the Pirates, while they didn’t on many other teams, Willie 
Stargell, the leader of the club, answered, “It really doesn’t make a difference 

what color you are, you're just a guy to me. | know some black so-called 
friends who are dogs.” @ Nineteen-seventy was also the year that 
saw the publication of Jim Bouton’s Bal! Four, which 
scandalized baseball with its “shocking revelations” 
that baliplayers like to get drunk, take drugs and 
screw women. The book also questioned 
the constitutionality of baseball's 
reserve clause, which allowed 
owners to treat players 
like slaves, violating 
their basic 
civil 
rights.

record that was of any merit at all made between 1920 
and 1966 is being reissued, because anyone witha brain 
is busy crawling into littl cubbyholes to sur- 
round themselves with artifacts of a world they never 
knew, where things might’ ve been tough butat least peo- 
ple knew how to stomp, blow, scream, hucklebuck, 
came! and rock. 

The combine that has “refined” any rough edg 
feeling, regionalism, ethnicity, or eccentricity out of music 
is known as mass media, a conglomerate (inter) national 
standard that always agrees with itself and attempts to 
bring the least offensive or unusual Lowest Common 
Denominator to as many people as possible. It’s no acci- 
dent that you see the same smiling idiots peddling their 
records all over TV, in movies, on the radio, etc. Of 
course, the record industry loves this. Major labels work 
in the same mann: an organizations; they’d 
rather sell ten million copies of one record that cost $2 
million to produce than | 250,000 copies of 37 dif- 
ferent records that cost $10,000 each to produ 

People, technological innovations, cultural move- 
ments, etc. become influential because the media in one 
form or another (TV, mags, radio, whatever) picks up on 
them. So even though AC/DC sells five times as many 
record: the Rolling Stones, the Stones have become 
50 times more influential becai erytime you pick up 
a magazine or newspaper there’s this guy with gigantic 
lips being photographer 

With the exception of the first two events, this list com- 
prises people who for the most part didn’t know they 
were going to influence anybody, so you can’t really 
Jame ’em (oh yeah!). But they did, 
affect virtually all pop music in said genre with their 
crummy music. Which brings us to the rhetorical ques- 
tion: If there was nobody around to take his picture, 
Bowie exist?

THE BIRTH OF MULTI- 
TRACK: 
Recording technology is an odd 
thing, and doesn't it seem with 
each passing innovation that re- 
cords sound blander and mush- 
ier? One could cite Dolby or 
digital or what have you, but let’s 
take it right back to the begin- 
ning. It used to be when some- 
body recorded music, they would 
go into a recording studio and 
play their song until they got it 
right, then they had a record. In 
the early '50s, Les Paul discov- 
ered that one could separate 
each instrument on different 
parts of the tape, then you didn't 
have to be playing all the instru- 
ments at the same time. It also 
meant that each instrument's 
level could be louder or softer 
(mixing). This worked fine for ol’ 
Les but as the 2-track gave way 
to 3, 4, 6, 16, 24, and finally 36 
tracks, things got confusing. 
Many great rock'n'roll producers 
(Phil Spector, Brian Wilson, 
Leiber & Stoller, Leonard Chess) 
admitted that anything more than 
four tracks confused them and 
gave them too many choices. 
While there were a few great 
multi-track geniuses (Atlantic's 
Tom Dowd, the Motown staff pro- 
ducers), the immediacy in music 
would more often than not get 
lost. With the advent of super 
high-tech Dolby-ized 24-track in 
‘the '70's, songs were no longer 
recorded so much as pieced to- 
gether, structured in the studio 
through many hours of laborious 
overdubbing. Bands could spend 
‘a year or so in the studio record- 
ing, without the drummer ever 


running into the guitar player. 
Things are now so complicated 
‘that a computer is used to keep 
track of the mixing where all the 
knobs and faders go. The studio 
is the realm of the technology 
nerd who likes things to sound 
smooth and clean. Even if it's 
supposed to sound rough and 
dirty. I'll blame the technology 
craze for much of the blandness 
of today's music. 


THE BEATLES— 
“YESTERDAY”: 

There's a line in rock history 
books that goes something like 
this: Buddy Holly dead, Elvis in 
the Army, Jerry Lee in disgrace 
and Chuck Berry in jail. Rock- 
‘n'roll was dead until the Beatles 
saved it and while I'll admit the 
Beatles of "63-'65 rocked, they 
were wimps at heart and by '66 
they'd had it. When this piece of 
insipid greeting card drivel with 
whining strings became a huge 
hit (and the Beatles being the all- 
time r'n'r media darlings), it 
opened a virtual pandora's box of 
lame sentimentality. And it got 
worse from there—the unlisten- 
able excess of Sgt. Pepper's 
“Fool On The Hill,” and 7'/2 minu- 
tes of “Hey Jude” on the radio 5 
fimes an hour! Not to mention 
‘Got To Get You Into My Life,”” 
“Let It B ng And Winding 
Road”... Shit, at least when Elvis 
was unlistenable ("Do The Clam,” 
etc.) he was pretty funny about it.

My garden measures 42" x 24”'. I've consistently been getting yields of 8 ounces 
every 100 days. | use seeds for each new harvest. This has beena blessing in disguise 
as |’ve learned quite a bit about breeding and the short growing season accelerates the 
process. | would like to pass on what I've learned, but as you stated in Marijuana 
Growers Guide, “keep the garden on a need-to-know basis," andas noone other than 
myself needs to know, | haven't told anyone. |’m busting to let oose—so here goes. 

My growing containers are 2-liter soda bottles, stacked “‘piggy back.” The bottom: 
bottle is cut just above where it begins to taper towards the top. The top bottle is cut4”” 
from the bottom and inverted soit fits into the lower container. This allows for a 40.”

eginning indoor growers always 

have more enthusiasm than 

bility: The temptation to run out 
and buy some hi-tech equipment 
hoping the advertised promises will 
replace experience leads to all sort 
Of expensive disappointments, in- 
cluding a mediocre crop. 

Clearly beginners give far too little 
consideration to the basic re- 
quirements of setting up a grow 
room. And, when faced with the 
three basic growing medium op- 
tions, theycan''t tell inadvance which 
is likely to be the easiest to learn 
while doing. 

While setting up a grow room fora 
friend new to the business, | made 
careful note of the various steps my 
experience dictated, and relate them 
below. | am indebted to her for allow- 
ing me to include photographs of her 
final set-up.

The Grow Room 


Picking the right site is essential. 
Security requires a door you can lock, 
walls thick enough to block noise, and 
lightproofing. The plants require tem- 
perature and humidity regulation in- 
dependent of the rest of the dwelling, 
as well as means to introduce fresh air 
and to exhaust spent air while mini- 
mizing unintentional air exchanges, to 
trap CO, gas you introduce. Keep in 
mind that water, dirt, and plant mate- 
rial will wind up on the floor. 

An area in the basement is the very 
best choice. An upstairs bedroom is a 
poor second and a spare room in an 
apartment isn't worth the trouble. 
Whatever you choose, your first job is 
to clean it till it's spotless, including

the ceiling, which should be at least 
seven feet high. 

After a thorough cleaning, buy a 
small container of general purpose 
fungicide (Captan or Maneb), a quart 
spray bottle, and some liquid bleach. 
Mix separate quart solutions of ‘4 c. 
bleach and 1 qt. H,O, 1 Tbsp. fungicide 
and 1 qt. H,0. Spray the entire area 


and spores likely to attack the plants 
as seedlings. 

Next, you need to maximize light re- 
flection. Mylar is a bit expensive. 
Painting the walls flat white is fairly 
easy; but to enclose an area in a base- 
ment, the best choice is 4’ x 8’ sheets 
of styrofoam 1” thick. It's flat white, 
has insulating properties to aid intem- 
perature control, and is easily cut to 
shape with an electric knife. You can 
frame in the area a little with firring 
wood (2" x 2”). 

Note that the black plastic was put 
over every basement window to pre- 
vent sightseeing, and a black plastic 
sheet was hung to block light on the 
exposed side. Joints in the styrofoam 
were sealed with 3” clear tape. 

The size of the room is dependent 


on the number of plants you want to 
grow. If you grow from seed, as most 
first-timers do, figure that 50% will be 
male and all but one or two (saved for 
breeding) will be culled. So you have 
one number to give space to as seed- 
lings and another to give space to 
flowering later on. The first time, | 
think, coping with ten to fifteen fe- 
males grown four to five months from 
seeds will be plenty to deal with. This 
means you start with twenty to thirty 
plants. This will fit in a 10’ by 12’ area 
using one phosphor-coated 1000-watt 
HID. (During flowering you add a sec- 
ond high-pressure sodium 1000-watt 
bulb.) A measure is seven flow- 
ering plants 4’ to 5’ tall from soil line 
per bulb, and that’s the max. 

If you're already thinking ahead to 
yleld, throw out your fantasy. A good 
first crop will be 1 to 2.0z. of manicured 
bud per plant on average if you use an 
indica dominant strain. Through 
breeding and experienced gardening 
technique, 4 to 6 oz. per plant can be 
achieved, sometimes. While this is not 
a seed selection article, | strongly 
urge you to use indica strains if you 
can. Sativa needs more light, more 
root space, is too sensitive to high

root moisture and atmospheric hu- 
midity, and has a range of fertilizer 
tolerance narrower than a beginner can 
handle. 


An exhaust fan sucks out humid, 
‘spent air, drawing in fresh air. The fan 
you buy will come with a CFM rating— 
that’s cubic feet of air per minute it 
sucks out. Buy one with a rating equal 
to one-fifth the volume of your grow 
room. A 10’ by 12’ room, 7’ high con- 
tains 840 cubic feet of space, requiring 
a fan with a CFM rating of approxi- 
mately 175. This allows the fan to run 
about five minutes for one complete 
air exchange, all that you will need per 
exhaust cycle. 

Mount the fan close to the celling, no 
more than two feet down, maximum. 
The exhausted air has to go some- 
place. Likely you'll have bought a 
“squirrel cage” or “ram's horn” style 
fan and the outlet is easily mated to a 
4"-diameter clothes dryer exhaust 
hose kit. If you plan to vent the air 
through a nearby window, camouflage 
the exit port, and be conscious of 
close neighbors who may hear noise 
‘or smell flowering cannabis. A better 
choice is the ash door at the base of 
the furnace chimney. Be sure to tap in 
below the furnace smoke exhaust tap 
or the grow room will fill with smoke. 

To hang the HID bulb/fixture use pul- 
leys and parachute cord. You'll raise 
and lower it a lot. A reflector is neces- 
sary in my opinion—4’ wide, a shallow 
cone. In the basement, a 30 amp, 220v 


dryer outlet may be available. If it’s 
not, strongly consider paying an elec- 
trician $100 to install one before start- 
ing on the project. Keeping HID ballast 
amp demand within circuit load ca- 
pacity is crucial. On a 30 amp, 220v 
dryer circuit the ballast draws 4.5 
amps. There’s room to spare using 
three 1000-watt HIDs wired for 220v. 
On a 110v circuit the ballast draws 9 
amps and the majority of household 
circuits for 110v are 15-20 amp capac- 
ity, which means one HID per circuit. 
The ballast needs 50% above its base 
operating amp draw for start up. HID 
ballasts are wired for 220v or 110v; 
buy the right one. 

The HID is regulated by a timer. Got 
‘one equal to the amp rating of your cir- 
cuit. | recommend the 18-hour vegeta- 
tive cycle run from 3 pM. to 8 AM. when 
you are likely to be home. Wire every- 
thing up working backwards from 
socket to plug, wipe the bulb with al- 
cohol after screwing it in, then fire it 
up. 
‘As the bulb fires up, get your air cir- 
culation fan, bought beforehand. It 
should be 8” or larger in diameter and 
have a sweep of 90° or better. Set it on 
something or aim it upward so it's 
moving air in the 3’ to 5’ layer. Turn it 
onand then bring in a note pad, a mer- 
cury thermometer with at least a 6” 
reading tube, and a hygrometer (it 
measures humidity), also purchased 
beforehand. Put both instruments 
about 4’ to 5’ off the floor and take 


‘ 


readings every 4 to 6 hours for a full 
18-hour light cycle. This phase is cru- 
clal! The temperature range during 
light cycle must be between 66° and 
80° and the humidity can go no higher 
than 60%. 

If the temperature is over 80°, move 
the ballast out of the grow room: if not, 
leave itin, as the dry heat will lower the 
humidity. If the temperature ap- 
proaches 80° only at the tail end of the 
18-hour light cycle, it's okay. If it’s over 
80° earlier in the light cycle, run the ex- 
haust fan for one five-minute cycle 
then see how far the temperature 
drops, and for how long. Basically, 
you're Identifying specific times to run 
the exhaust fan to keep temperature 
within tolerable ranges—record the 
necessary exhaust cycle intervals. 
Humidity in basements could be a 

m. If it is over 60% with no 
plants in the grow room, it will cer- 
tainly go higher with them in and mold 
and fungus could be a problem. The 
answer is a dehumidifier or a vigilant 
eye and fungicide. 

After the light cycle ends, the tem- 
perature will drop; as low as 56° is 
okay. Humidity will rise after the 
plants are in, adding exhaust cycles to 
lower humidity during the dark period 
will work since the basement will be 
relatively drier outside the grow area. 

If the humidity and temperature 
ranges are okay, then the timer you 
buy to contro! the exhaust fan only 
need cycle it two times per day, twelve 
hours apart, to introduce enough 
fresh air for steady growth. After you 
are an experienced grower, a thermo- 
‘stat/humidistat can be used to control 
the exhaust fan; but in my own grow 
house, I've found that coordinating 
them with CO, injection is a real hand- 
ful. Also, in my experience, the best 
pot I've grown has been in conditions 
of alow “night” temperature of around 
60° with a maximum “day” tempera- 
ture of 80° and humidity about 40%— 
the buds are resinous in the extreme. 

The subject of CO, injection can be 
confusing. I'm going to skip a lot of de- 
tail and give you a quick formula. First, 
the air circulation fan stays on 24

hours per day. Rent a 50Ib. CO, weld- 
ing tank, aluminum ones are much 
easier to lift if you have a choice. You'll 
also need a pressure regulator to step 
the tank pressure down to safe levels 
for the flow meter and a short-interval 
electric timer, one that has on/off set- 
tings in one minute intervals, plus a 
solenoid regulatorfor the timer to acti- 
vate on the tank. Regardless of what 
regulator/flow meter you buy, make 
absolutely sure you know how it 
works and can regulate the final dis- 
charge flow to 20 cubic feet per hour. 
This isn’t what you Inject! Read on, 
Calculate the volume of your room. 
The one | set up was 840 cubic feet. 
Multiply the volume by .0014; here the 
example Is 840 x .0014=1.176. The re- 
‘sult, here 1.176, is the cubic feet of CO, 
Lowes ‘squirt in per injection. If your flow 
is set at 20 cubic feet per hour, 
thet’ 333 cubic feet per minute. Di- 
vide your CO, cubic feet objective, 
here 1.176, by .333. The result here is 
9.52, or roughly 4 minutes. Seovey it. 
jection cycle regulated by the short 
term timer should be 4 minutes. Then 
set the timer to inject 4 minutes of CO, 
every 21/2 hours after the beginning of 
the light cycle to the end (no CO, dur- 
ing the dark cycle, no need for it). 
Make sure each cycle begins just after 
any exhaust cycle; synchronize timers. 
or you'll waste CO,. Run the CO, outlet 
tube to the center of the ceiling to al- 
low the gas to drift down over the 
plants and get mixed by the air-circu- 
lating fan which runs 24 hours a 


day. 

All of this may sound complicated, 
and frankly, a good grow room is 
harder to do than most think. But if 
you doitrightthe first time, it's like rid- 
ing a bike; You never forget, and the 
plants will thrive. 


Selecting a 
Growing Medium 


The lure of hi-tech hydroponic units 
and their promise of bigger, better 
crops is hardto resist. But you're a be- 
ginner, resist it. The truth is that some 
of the simplest approaches work as. 
well as any and are much easier to 
learn while doing. 

Hydro set-ups are tricky to regulate. 
The nutrient solution has a critical pH 
range to be maintained at all times. 
Full recovery systems require close 
monitoring of nutrient combinations. 
And the quantity of trace minerals in 
the grow medium, either too much or 
too little, can cause even the pros fits. 
All in all, these problems are not that 
bad once you've had some experi- 
ence, but not the first time out. 

Organic soll mixes in containers are 
expensive. Correct supplemental fer- 


tilization ratios require continual ad- 
justment as plants exhaust the 
containers’ original contents, and 
trace mineral problems, again, are dif- 
ficult to deal with. This method is also 
less forgiving of overwatering or over- 
fertilizing. 

Ofall the approaches a soil-less mix 
is best. It is porous enough to drain 
easily (beginners overwater), can be 
leached of excess fertilizers with a 
heavy clean water rinse (beginners 
overfertilize), and is lightweight. 
Rather than grow bags, | recommend 
5-gallon plastic buckets used to ship 
food products (no poisonous resi- 
pg! in the plastic). You need a 5-gal- 

ize bucket for a 4-to 5-month old 
heen plant to avoid root constric- 
tion and stunting. Plants in too smalla 
container tend to flower prematurely. 

Drill six ‘/s" holes in the bottom for 
drainage. A 5-gallon bucket contains 
approximately one cubic foot. A good 
mix is 50% Perlite, 25% Vermiculite, 
12.5% Peat Moss (no more), and 12.5% 
clean, coarse sand. Add one cup of 
finely ground dolomite lime to each 
bucket's mix. Buy the amount you 
need of each for the number of buck- 
ets you have and mix the ingredients 
thoroughly. This is an awful job; wear 
@ mask and be glad to do it only once 
per crop. Fill the buckets to the rim 
and put them in the grow room. 

‘The next concern is water and fertil- 
izer application. Hand watering is best 
for the first few weeks of seedling life 
when plant needs vary a lot and they 
are most sensitive to more or less than 
optimum levels. After that you knock 
the plants around too much making a 
path. By the time the plants are three 
months old, there won't be room to 
Move around much in the grow room 
anyway. 

Regular delivery of water and fertil- 
izer Is best done through a drip sys- 
tem. Correctly set up, a drip system is 
similar to a nonrecovery hydroponic 
unit, with many of the same benefits. A 
good drip system allows irrigation at a 
slow, steady rate, avoiding soil com- 
paction or unintentional leaching. 
You've got the adjustment just right 
when only a small trickle, 1/2 cup or 
less, emerges from the drain holes af- 
ter a watering cycle. As the plants 
grow and consume more you will have 
to add more watering cycles. Itiis pref- 
erable to have a series of short water- 
ing cycles rather than a single longer 
one. A wand-style water meter in inex- 
pensive, and by probing the mix at 
varying levels in a few spots ina repre- 
sentative group of containers—test 
three pots for every ten in the room— 
you can tell if the plants are getting 
enough water. The meter reads higher 
or lower relative root moisture. I've 
never seen one that came with guide- 


lines for correct cannabis root mois- 
ture, but after using a few, I've found 
the high 1 to low 2 reading level to be 
the objective. 

A mixer proportioner, or MP, can in- 
ject a dilute fertilizer into the drip sys- 
tem each time you water. The 
emphasis is on dilute. | think Peters 
brand products are the best to learn 
with, are easily available, and dissolve 
completely even in highly concen- 
trated solution. Somewhere between 
vs and 4s of the recommended outdoor 
application levels is right. Read the in- 
structions that come with the MP and 
the Peters to figure out how to load the 
MP correctly. It is always better to 
slightly underfertilize than risk burn- 
ing the plants’ roots. They do not re- 
cover from the latter very well. 

Peters sells a number of mixes, but 
the following applies to nearly all com- 
mercially available mixes as well. In 
the first few weeks of seedling life, 
hand water with a root stimulating 
substance like Ortho Upstart. At three 
weeks switch to a balanced NPK com- 
bination like Peters 20-20-20. This is a 
transition fertilizer. At six weeks 
switch to Peters Pete Lite 20-10-20. 
The higher relative nitrogen (N) level 
Promotes leaf/branch growth. The lo- 
wer phosphorus (P) level (10) slows 
root growth and prevents premature 
flowering. When the plants flower at 
three to four months, switch to Peter's 
Blossom Booster 10-30-10 to aid floral 
(bud) formation. 

As a convenience, | like a self-con- 
tained programmable timer control- 
ling the watering cycles. You can get 
by without them but they never forget 
‘or have to go out of town for a few 
days, and when correctly adjusted 
they do it exactly right every time. 

Linking the drip system, MP, and wa- 
ter timer together requires a bit of ex- 
perimentation. Remember two things: 
A little trickle out the bottom of the 
bucketis your objective and the faucet 
pressure is the real key. When puzzled 
about how to regulate the system, 
think faucet pressure—more, faster 
drip rate; less, slower drip rate. 

You've gotten this far and | still ha- 
ven't even mentioned germinatin: 
seed, When you see how much work is 
involved in set-up you might wonder 
why the hell home-grown appealed to 
you in the first place. But take heart, 
the hard part is over. All the rest, the 
actual growing, is fun, and when you 
have the grow room set up right, easy. 
Just be patient and methodical during 
set-up. It pays big dividends at 
harvest. 

The grow room I set up is going 
quite well and the last pictures show 
plants averaging 20” tall and bushy at 
only four weeks. Even | was im- 
pressed.

A farmer friend of mine suggested | use 
a product they use on their farm to control 
early-season insect problems. He gave 
me the name of a chemical called Temik, 
which they use on potatoes for nema- 
todes and early-season insects. How late 
in the season can | use it before the 
chemical is out of the plants and they are 
safe to smoke?

Never. Temik has a long life and resi- 
dues remain in both the soil and living 
tissues of plants. On Long Island, use 
of Temik in potato fields has caused 
extensive contamination of the 
ground water. It is mow banned in that 
area of the country. The nematicide is 
considered extremely toxic. Do your- 
self a favor and do not eat produce 
grown on your friend’s farm. Ifhe uses 
well water, bring your own refresh- 
ments when you go to visit. 


Dear Ed, 

Does it hurt to mist my plants while the 
lights are on? | mist them three or four 
times a day to keep the humidity in the 
high 30's to mid 40's. My grow room is 
7'x7', and the humidity has gotten as 
low as 18%. Can this lower the THC con- 
tent of the buds?

find it hard to believe that your small 
grow room should have such a low hu- 
midity. Most grow rooms have prob- 
lems with high humidity since the 
plants transpire water through their 
leaves and there is usually evapora- 
tion from the growing medium. 

It does not hurt to mist the plants 
during vegetative growth, but during 
budding it is not wise because the 
moisture could encourage molds and 
fungi to grow. Instead, use a room hu- 
midifier.

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Dear Ed, 

Ihave often heard of making a tea out 
of cannabis stems and stock. Is this really 
potent? How's it done? 

—Johnny Boy 

Wichita, Kansas 


Everyone knows that THC is not water 
soluble at room temperatures. It dis- 
solves in most oils and alcohols. How- 
ever, with ordinary kitchen 
“chemicals” and at higher tempera- 
tures, THC’s properties change. 

In India, many people drink a 
“hang Ihassi” to get high. Bhang is 
made by grinding dried, then rewetted 
marijuana leaf to a very fine texture. It 
is sold in balls that have an almost 
claylike consistency. Bhang is a yo- 
gurt-or kefirlike drink made from milk. 
Of course, like all milk products, 
bhang contains lecithin, which is an 
emulsifier. 

Milk is an emulsion, a liquid mixture 
containing oils and fats, water and 
proteins. Emulsifiers allow the differ- 
ent substances to remain mixed to- 
gether even though they don't 
combine molecularly, as in a solution. 
When you make Italian salad dressing 
at home, you add water, oil, and vine- 
gar. The water and vinegar go into so- 
lution and form one layer, on the 
bottom. The oil floats on this solution. 
When the ingredients are shaken up, 
particles of oil and vinegar mix to- 
gether, but very quickly separate out. 
What miracle allows the store-bought 
dressings to remain mixed for a 
while? Emulsifiers, sometimes even 
lecithin, which are found in soya beans 
as well as in milk. 

When the bhang is ground up, all of 
the gland heads containing the THC 
are broken up. As soonas the bhang is 
mixed into milk, they form an emul- 
sion in the liquid, which helps the THC 
cross the intestinal barrier and move 
into the bloodstream. 

At higher temperatures, THC is 
much more likely to mix with water, 
even without an emulsifier. THC, like 
most oils, expands and becomes less 
viscous, and is much more likely to in- 
teract with water at higher tempera- 
tures. As an example, let's say you 
have a viscous oil on a plate. It is very 
difficult to wash off the oil using cold 
water. When hot water is used, most of 
the oil mixes with water and washes 
away. Of course to get the plate clean, 
you add soap or detergent, which con- 
tain emulsifiers, to “lift” the remaining 
oil off the surface. 

When you make a hot tea, some THC 
mixes in the water. A vigorous boil is

most likely to tear the THC from the 
vegetative material. Finely ground pot 
is much more likely to release the oil 
than material on which the glands re- 
main intact. Adding an emulsifier such 
as lecithin, which is available at health 
food stores, would increase the effi- 
ciency of the operation. Of course, 
THC is alcohol- and oil-soluble. If your 
tea recipe calls for either to be in- 
cluded in the mixture, some of the THC 
would dissolve into this part of the 
mix. 

Alcohol is an especially good liquid 
in which to dissolve THC because it 
passes through the intestinal barrier 
very quickly and easily. THC is much 
more likely to cross the barrier when 
dissolved in alcohol than when in an 
emulsion. 

By now most Americans are familiar 
with espresso coffee. This strong 
brew is made by passing a combina- 
tion of pressurized water and steam 
through very finely ground beans. I 
have not tried this, but | think that un- 
der these conditions marijuana would 
release its THC as the water passes 
through it. 

Several years ago a friend of mine 
experimented with pot caps. He took 
fine-grade marijuana trim, ground it 
up after “‘moistening” it with olive oil, 
and stuffed it as tightly as possible 
into the largest capsules available 
from our local homeopathic phar- 
macy. Three caps was all he said he 
needed to get high. But the caps 
looked gross and most of his friends 
would not even try them. 


Dear Ed, 

| have finally decided to grow mari- 
juana and could use some advice. | have 
a limited space and budget for my indoor 
garden. | was thinking of building my own 
grow box based on the Phototron design. 
My space is only 412’ high, 2’ wide, and 
2’ deep. Iwas planning to put four lights in 
each corner, line the space with foil, and 
install vents, drain, exhaust fan, and 
timer. What would you use as a medium? 
Do you think it will work? 
KK.

The space has a total area of 4 square 
feet. When lights are placed overhead, 
people generally use two fluorescent 
tubes per linear foot. A 4’ square 
space would use four 2’ tubes, a total 
of about 80 watts. By placing the tubes 
vertically, you are creating a larger ac- 
tive growing space since the plants 
will be growing actively over a larger 
cubic area. You want to give the plants 
a very bright environment so you are 
planning to use 16 4’ tubes. At 40 


watts each that comes to 640 watts. | 
think that would create quite a few 
problems with heat—the tubes would 
emit more light than the plants could 
use. 

Since the space is so small, the easi- 
est arrangement might be to place a 
150-watt HPS lamp on top. The electri- 
cal input would be about 37% watts 
per square foot, twice the recom- 
mended minimum, and the HPS is the 
most efficient light available. The light 
would penetrate at least 112’ so that 
most of the space would support ac- 
tive growth. 

If you are intent upon using fluores- 
cents you might try using a slightly 
different lighting arrangement. Many 
hardware stores sell 8” diameter, 22- 
watt fluorescent converters that 
screw into incandescent sockets. | 
would install three boards, one on 
each of the three walls (excluding the 
door). Each board would have one in- 
candescent socket per linear foot, ora 
total of four sockets. 

To start, each of the two bottom- 
most lights on each board would be 
turned on, a total of six lights with an 
electrical input of 132 watts. When the 
plants almost reach the top of the sec- 
‘ond tubes, the next layer of lights is 
turned on, inputting another 66 watts. 
Later, the fourth row of lights can be 
turned on. This way you will only be 
using electricity when you need it. It 
will also help to keep the area temper- 
ature down. 

Ventilation and providing CO,will be 
the biggest problems. A good fan and 
a small CO, tank could help a lot. 


Dear Ed, 

Our first crop is now 51/2 weeks old, in- 
doors, under a 1000-watt metal halide. 
The problem is hundreds of white- 
winged, gnatlike flies, which seem to 
breed in the soil. We have been using Or- 
tho-Liquid Sevin, ineffectively. Do you 
have any suggestions?

Your garden is probably suffering 
from a white-fly infestation. The most 
effective long-term treatment for this 
is a tiny nonsocial wasp, encarsia for- 
mosa, which is available from most bi- 
ological contro! supply houses. The 
wasp lays its eggs in the fly eggs, on 
the bottom sides of the leaves. Within 
a few generations the wasps and white 
flies reach a natural balance. The 
white flies are not eliminated, but they 
are kept under control. The wasps do 
not bite and are completely harmless. 
In fact, they are so tiny they are hard to 

see. 
For immediate control of the prob- 
lem, spray the white flies with a

pyrethrum or pyrethrum-rotenone 
spray. This Insecticide degrades in a 
few days and is harmless to warm- 
blooded animals, including humans. 
Introduce the wasps a week after the 
last pyrethrum use. 

Sevin is definitely not good for your 
health. First, when you use the liquid, 
you inhale it, and it remains in the 
grow room for a while. Some residues 
probably remain on the plants. 

Never use insecticide recom- 
mended only for ornamentals. If an in- 
secticide does not specifically state in 
its directions that it can be used for 
food plants, it is not meant to be used 
onthem. 


Dear Ed, 

Soon after you got ripped off for your 
Dead tapes, | was ripped off because of 
loose lips. What an experience. But it's 
not as bad as a bust. Loose lips got my 
buddy busted. They got a little under two 
pounds and smoking accessories. Threw 
him and his girlfriend in jail. | got her out 
but she still has to be sentenced.

It seems to me as though a lot of police 
are merely punks in uniform, and | don't 
mean punk rockers but “punk” as in 
“bully.”

Now for my tip. By using a lower phos- 
phorous (P) flowering formula, or by mix- 
ing a percentage of growth nutrient 
formula in a high P nutrient formula, one 
gets a midbloom formula. Hydro-grown 
plants will take an extra two weeks to ma- 
ture but will have a heavier yield and pistil 
formation growing in layers, rather than 
forming and then dying back. 

Another way to use P control is to use 
the lower P mixture when the clones are 
first placed in the flowering room, until the 
crop is the desired height. Then switch to 
a formula such as 3-35-10. Then include 
calcium nitrate for extra calcium: extra 
calcium for extra heavy buds and the ni- 
trate for continued good health of growing 
older growth.

Dear Ed, 

Ihave two questions. 

I have heard that you should mist the 
garden with water to create “rain.” But a 
friend of mine, who has been an indoor 
grower for several years, told me this 
washes nutrients out of the leaves and 
slows growth. Who is right? 

Inoticed roots hanging 8” out of my hy- 
dro unit's overflow tube. Will this cause 
fertilizer burn or root rot due to the roots 
being in the solution constantly? Should | 
cut the roots?

The misting does not wash nutrients 
from the leaves. In fact some growers 
spray their plants with a dilute nutrient 
solution, since the nutrients are ab- 
sorbed directly by the leaves. 

Misting can certainly help in dusty 
environments because dust prevents 
lights from getting to the leaves and 
also clogs leaf pores. However, in 
most grow room situations misting is 
not required. In a room without good 
ventilation, it causes a big humidity 
build-up. 

The roots will not get fertilizer burn 
or root rot, and they need not be cut. 
Although many growing instructions 
say that marijuana roots cannot re- 
main in standing water, | have not 
found this to be the case. As long as 
some of the roots have access to oxy- 
gen in the growing medium, the plant 
roots growing in the water will remain 
healthy. 


Dear Ed, 

Would a fan inside my closet be benefi- 
cial to my plants? The window is too far 
away to circulate fresh air, but should | at 
least let room air in? How hard should the 
breeze be?

Atan would help circulate the air in the 
micro-environment near the surface 
of the leaves. This increases the 
amount of CO, available to the plants 
and thus the rate of photosynthesis. 
Keeping the closet door open would 
increase the amount of CO, in the 
closet too. Air is a solution of different 
gasses. Each gas tends to be distrib- 
uted evenly in the solution. When the 
door opens, the excess CO, flows out, 
and oxygen flows into the oxygen-de- 
pleted closet atmosphere. 


Dear Ed, 

| have been receiving HIGH TIMES 
since the beginning. During this time | 
have read of many ways to store buds. So 
far, the method that | have found to be the 
bestis the “canning” method. Ihave used 
this technique for ten years and have 
never failed with it. The buds are pre- 
served, forever, in the same condition as 


when they were put in the jar, no matter 
how many years in there! 

Here's how | do it: 

1.) Heat over to 150°, 

2.) Place product into jars with twist- 
top lids (which have rubber rings sealed 
inside lid). Pack tightly and leave a 1" 
space on top. 

3.) Place jars and lids (lids not on jars) 
in oven, on rack or pan, in upright 
Position. 

4.) Leave in oven ten minutes. This 
may overdry the top layer, but not to 
worry. 

5.) Remove from oven, place lids on 
jars, and twist to seal tightly. The jars 
should be hot to the touch so use a towel. 

6.) Leave jars covered with towel until 
they cool. 

7.) The jars can be stored indefinitely 
and can be buried.

Thanks for your info, R. One more 
thing to remember. THC Is destroyed 
by light, so keep the jars in a dark, cool 
place.

LEGAL DEFENSES 
FOR INDOOR 
GROWERS

(Part 2, continued from last month) 


(2). Power company employees and 
records of power consumption by the 
defendant: Many indoor-farm investiga- 
tions are initiated by power company 
employees, either in response to high 
electric bills or to their observation of 
suspicious conduct or suspicious Duild- 
ings, such as those with large ventilators 
and no windows. As of April 10, 1986, po- 
wer companies in the state of 
Washington have permission to provide 
power consumption information to law 
enforcement officials without any prior ju- 
dicial approval. This decision may be in- 
terpreted by power company employees 
as license to tip off the police to sus; 
cious conduct. If you encounter this, in- 
vestigate! Power company employees 
are reluctant to be interviewed by de- 
fense investigators. Dislike for drug traf- 
fickers, together with fear that they may 
have done something that might get 
them and their employer sued, may be at 
the bottom of this reticence. Push hard 
on this one, even if you have to interview 
them in the presence of the company 
lawyer. 

Fruitful areas of investigation here are 
many: What information did the power 
company or its employees provide to the 
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police; was it volunteered, requested 
without prior judicial approval, subpoe- 
naed, or taken pursuant to search war- 
rant on less than probable cause; what is 
the company's position on release of 
subscriber records; were the power 
company employees solicited by local 
police to be on the lookout for high power 
bills and suspicious conduct or build- 
ings? 

While at the power company, there are 
some other records you should get 
County or statewide statistics for 
average power consumption of sub- 
scribers, history of power consumption 
at the addresss searched, information 
regarding the type of heat employed at 
the address, and often most interesting, 
a list of all subscribers who used as 
much power as your defendant did 
during the same period—you may be 
surprised to find there are many. 

(3). High Power Consumption: 

Where “high” power consumptionis al- 
leged as an element of probably cause, 
you should spend a lot of effort attacking 
this element. It has many weaknesses: 

{a) Warranties seizure of records of 
individual subscribers’ power consump- 
tion may be an invasion of privacy under 


state law. At the risk of making some bad 
law, this is a good area for litigation. 
Many trial court judges are offended by 
this warrantless seizure. The Washington 
Supreme Court addressed this issue 
only under the Washington Privacy Act, 
while specifically refusing to consider 
whether the same conduct might violate 
the constitutional right to privacy.” 


(b) An allegation that high power con- 
sumption is evidence of illegal activity is 
almost always conclusory, and should be 
shown by you to be deceptive. There are 
too many legitimate explanations for 
“high” power consumption for this to be 
considered evidence of criminal con- 
duct, as one Washington Appellate Court 
has held." Power company statistics will 
probably show that there are many other 
subscribers in the area that have similar 
power consumption. The local power 
company can supply you with alist of ap- 
pliances and their average draw. You will 
discover that there are many commonly 
used items that draw a similar amount of 
power. If hot tubs and saunas have be- 
come popular in your area, they make a 
good example. Kilns, welding equip- 
ment, and electric heaters are others 
Did the affiant make any attempt to deter- 
mine that one of these was not the expla- 
nation for the power use? Is the affiant 
aware of any search warrants using high 
Power consumption as probable cause 
where the search revealed no mari- 
juana? 

The recent explosion of legitimate in- 
door gardening is another fact that may 
be used to illustrate your contention that 
high power consumption is not a sign of 
illegal activity. Most major lightbulb man- 
ufacturers have research departments 
working on commercial applications of 
phytoillumination. Virtually anything that 
grows under the sun will grow under 
lights, even at a profit. In the Pacific 
Northwest, there are now a number of 
large commercial indoor farms, growing 
legitimate crops. 

The Indoor Light Gardening Society of 
‘America has its headquarters at the New 
York Horticultural Society, 128 W. 58th 
St., New York, NY 10019. They have 
about 35 chapters around the country, 
some of whose gardens may be raided 
erroneously. If you can find a member 


who has already had this experience, or 
who shares this concern, find a way to 
call him as a witness. The point you want 
to demonstrate is that using evidence of 
high power consumption, or evidence 
that something is being grown indoors, 
as an element of probable cause has in- 
herent dangers. Police surveillance and 
raids on legitimate activities are not only 
intrinsically destructive, but also have a 
Chilling effect on legitimate activities. Ar- 
gue that the magistraté demand the po- 
lice provide more evidence than 
anonymous or unreliable tips; lights; ven- 
tilators; or condensation on the windows. 
Remember, when the police come to the 
door with a search warrant, it's a major 
trauma, Their visit may leave animals 
dead, children terrified and even 
plagued with nightmares, and houses in 
shambles. The emotionally traumatic 
aftermath of a police raid is similar to that 
which follows a burglary. 

(4). Police corroborative 
investigation: 

The search warrant will usually contain 
reference to the fruits of independent po- 
lice investigation aimed at corroborating 
the tip or police suspicions. Most of this 
will take the form of observations made at 
the scene of the farm: boarded windows, 
bags of dirt, ventilators or their sound, 
evidence of attempts to protect privacy, 
such as fences, signs, or guard dogs. 
Critical to the defense of cases where the 
supporting affidavit contains only allega- 
tions of circumstantial evidence is the 
argument that even under Illinois v. 
Gates, 462 U.S. 213 (1983), the stand- 
ard case by which federal and many 
state* search warrants are judged, anon- 
ymous or otherwise unreliable tips sup- 
Ported by corroboration of innocent, if 
consistent, details may not be enough. 
The police corroboration in Gates fo- 
cused on activities specifically sugges- 
tive of drug activities. The court there 
found the suggestive nature of the corro- 
boration to be dispositive, observing, at 
76 L.Ed.2d 527: 

“Even standing alone, the facts ob- 
tained through independent inves- 
tigation ....at least suggested that 
the Gates were involved in drug 
trafficking.” 

The rather unusual modus operandi 
predicted by the informant in Gates was 
“substantially corroborated” (76 L.Ed. 2d 
at 541). 

Some state courts have rejected the 
Gates holding, "® making even more clear 
the requirement that where the initial tip 
is inadequate, corroboration must go be- 


yond verificaton of innocuous details. 
But even where the Gates rules are ac- 
cepted, the courts should be urged to re- 
quire more than corroboration of the 
most innocent conduct. This theme runs 
through every element of your challenge 
tothe search warrant. 

If the observations are of innocent de- 
tails consistent with the conduct of a citi- 
zen who merely wishes to protect his 
privacy, emphasize this, together with 
the inherent danger in treating evidence 
of innocent conduct as probable cause. 
Examples are fences, warning signs, 
windows covered with boards or black 
Plastic, guard dogs, or alarm systems. 
The suggestion that the presence of fans 
or ventilators is significant should be 
challenged. Legitimate indoor growing, 
workshops, paint shops, or storage of 
automobiles or other items requiring a 
controlled atmosphere are equally 
plausible explanations. What efforts 
have the police made to eliminate these 
Possibilities? 

If the police had to trespass to make 
these observations, make that clear.” 
There is support for the argument that it 
is one thing for the police to stumble onto 
a crime while in the course of ordinary le- 
gitimate police business, and a far differ- 
ent thing to “stumble” onto it while 
specifically searching for it.1? 

(5). The “plain smell” doctrine: 

One of the toughest problems in these 
affidavits is the allegation that the police 
detected the “odor of growing mari- 
juana” at the scene. Like the old “dropsy” 
cases, where the drugs just happened to 
drop out of the suspect's pocket or wal- 
let, this has become a favorite among the 
police. It fills many a gap in probable 
cause and is difficult to dispute. But don't 
give up. Your client's word that there was 
No smell won't get you far, but good in- 
vestigation might. What steps had your 
client taken to eliminate the smell? If your 
client has learned to eliminate the smell 
by the use of a sealed CO, injected room, 
using ionizers, air conditioners, and de- 
humidifiers, you may be able to impeach 
the officer who testifies that he could 
smell something coming from the grow 
room. If you are in a position to present 
significant evidence, the makers of some 
of this equipment may have specifica- 
tions or even witnesses who will testify to 
the effectiveness of their equipment at 
eliminating odors 

You may also want to investigate 
whether the odor was ever detected by 
the mailperson, newspaper boy, neigh-

bors, or even by other officers not in- 
volved in the initial investigation (and 
thus the conspiracy to deceive the court 
on this matter), but present as backup at 
the execution of the search warrant. If 
your investigator can sneak up on them 
with this one, you may get a pleasant sur- 
prise. 

If the officer who claims to have 
smelled the marijuana is also the one 
who later estimated its value, you may be 
able to impeach him by showing that he 
has grossly inflated the quantity and va- 
ue of what was seized. They almost al- 
ways weigh it wet, including stems, 
roots, leaves, and dirt, and then ask the 
Court to believe that the full weight could 
be sold at $2,000 per pound. If you take 
the time to examine the evidence your- 
self, you will probably have the opportu- 
nity to demonstrate that the officer does 
not have a reverence for the truth. If this 
fails, an examination of other warrants by 
the same officer may turn up other in- 
stances where he has claimed to have 
smelled marijuana and the claim was 
disputed 

Do not overlook the opportunity to 
challenge the “plain smell” doctrine on 
its face. Some “experts” have suggested 
tome that there are many pungent plants 
whose scent is indistinguishable from 
growing marijuana. Skunk cabbagé is 
the favorite villain, but !'m not aware of 
anyone who has dared to try it in court. If 
you have the budget, this might be a fruit- 
ful area. 

The allegation that the police have 
smelled the odor of growing marijuana 
may be challenged on another, usually 
more successful ground: If the police 
were standing on private property when 
they made the smell observation, this 
conduct may render their observations 
unlawful. An unfenced yard is probably 
not safe, but where the area surrounding 
a residence (not a rural outbuilding) is 
enclosed by a fence and posted against 
trespassers, many courts will hold that a 
warrant is required to enter upon the en- 
closed area. If, however, the area is ac- 
cessible to the general public, most 
courts will rule that the police also have 
the right to be there. 

Another frequently encountered police 
tactic is the ruse whereby police gain ac- 
cess to the property or the inside of the 
homeon some false pretense. Oncepast 
the gate or threshold, they then claim to

This technique must be challenged ag- 
gressively. Virtually every “ruse” case to 
date has involved an existing search 
warrant, not a situation where the initial 
entry had never been approved by a 
judge. This is new ground which should 
not be broken. If the police can simply 
trick a suspect into allowing them into his 
home, the search warrant requirement 
becomes meaningless. Critical to this 
argument is the fact that a “plain view" 
observation, by its basic definition, is 
only permissible in a case where the po- 
lice are at the location on some legitimate 
business unconnected with a search for 
evidence of the crime, and inadvertently 
came upon the evidence."* 

(6). High-tech surveillance: 

Local police have recently begun us- 
ing high-tech equipment in their assault 
‘on indoor farms, some of it on loan from. 
the DEA or other agencies such as the 
Forest Service. High-powered tele- 
scopes and cameras havebecome com- 
monplace, and most states do not 
require a warrant for their use, although, 
to the extent that these devices allow ob- 
servation of that which would not be de- 
tectable to the naked eye, there is agood 
argument that a warrant must be re- 
quired.“ 

One of the more alarming technolo- 
gies appearing in the war against indoor 
farms is the infrared scanner. The one | 
have encountered is the “Probeye,” 
manufactured by Hughes Aircraft Com- 
pany. This is a hand-held model that 
costs about $15,000. It appears to be ca- 
pable of detecting even minute differ- 
ences in heat radiation, and is clearly 
adequate to detect heat radiating 
through the walls of an uninsulated room, 
or from a vent. There are apparently mo- 
dels that will work from airplanes, but I 
have yet to encounter one. This equip- 
ment is apparently difficult to use: 
Hughes Aircraft offers a seminar in its 
use, for about $900. 

Interpretation of the data as a part of 
probable cause is not yet a science. 
Some police seem to feel that the data 
from these devices is too ambiguous to 
use as probable cause, and you should 
certainly make this argument, using ex- 
pert testimony if itis available. But even if 
not used as a part of probable cause, the 
use of this device confirms in the minds 
of the police that their suspicions are 
true, and will motivate them either to in- 
vestigate more diligently or simply to fa- 
bricate, having been assured by the 
results of the infrared scan that they 
won't be embarrassed by coming up dry. 

Litigation challenging this technique 
as an invasion of privacy in Washington 
State is anticipated, but results are pro- 
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bably far in the in the future. Although the 
Washington Supreme Court has recently 
approved aerial surveillance, as have 
most other courts, their opinion leaves 
room to hope that the added intrusive 
ness of high-tech devices, particularly 
those that operate at close range, may 
cause a court to choke before accepting 
this escalation."* | have seen “Probeye” 
evidence in one trial court level case. The 
trial judge there ruled that use of the de- 
vice constituted a search, and that a war- 
rant was therefore required. The 
evidence was suppressed. 

This and similar techniques should be 
challenged aggressively. Pretrial discov- 
ery aimed at showing the instrusive ca- 
pabilities of avilable modern 
technologies should be employed to 
demonstrate to trial courts the potential 
of these techniques to invade the privacy 
of the home. Will the military soon be 
sharing its surveillance technology to 
penetrate the walls of the home? Just 
how much private information can now 
be retrieved by this technology? What 
assurance do we have that police o! 
cers, patrolling in their cars. or air- 
planes, will not make their own rules, 
randomly observing any activities that 
stimulate their interest? 

It you have a case that employs these 
technologies, demonstrate their poten- 
tial for abuse and argue that prior judicial 
approval should be required. | believe it 
is possible to demonstrate that modern 
surveillance technology is now capable 
of virtually eliminating the privacy once 
thought to be provided by the roof and 
walls of a private home. Most judges will 
balk at opening that door. 

In addition to raising the spectre of 
George Orwell's 1984, this type of sur- 
veillance evidence should be attacked 
by demonstrating that it is inconclusive 
and inherently threatening to the right of 
privacy. For example, how many expla- 
nations are there for "excessive heat’ ra- 
diating from a structure? How much heat 
is "excessive"? How many structures 
give off enough heat to be suspect in the 
eyes of the police? What steps did the 
police take to eliminate the possibility of 
legitimate explanations for the heat? 
How do the police distinguish between 
the legitimate and the illegitimate? 


The judge as the protector 
of privacy 


A final word: Police use of search war- 
rants in the quest for narcotics has seri- 
ously eroded the line between the 
legitimate law-enforcement needs of the 
police and the privacy rights of the citi- 
zens athome. The magistrate, appointed 
by the Constitution to guard and pre- 
serve this line, has been encouraged by 
court decisions and public opposition to 
drugs to abdicate. Litigation of privacy 
issues presented by search warrants for 


indoor gardens provides lawyers the 
forum, in a context where issues are not 
as emotionally or politically clouded as 
they might be with more serious crimes, 
to persuade the judiciary that it still has 
an important function to perform when 
search warrants are sought or chal- 
lenged—and that the importance of this 
function increases with the effectiveness 
of available surveillance technology. 
Many magistrates, and many judges 
who review their search warrants, have 
come to feel that if the police want to 
search and take the trouble to goto ama- 
gistrate, that should be enough. This re- 
luctance to intervene must be 
confronted. As the United States Su- 
preme Court, in an era that now seems 
prehistoric, once said: 

“We are not dealing with formalities. The 
presence of a search warrant serves a 
high function. Absent some grave emer- 
gency, the Fourth Admendment has in- 
terposed a magistrate between the 
citizen and the police. This was done not 
to shield criminals nor to make the home 
a safe haven for illegal activities. It was 
done so that an objective mind might 
weigh the need to invade that privacy in 
order to enforce the law. The right of pri- 
vacy was deemed too precious to entrust 
to the discretion of those whose job is the 
detection of crime and the arrest of 
criminals. Power is a heady thing; and 
history shows that the police acting on 
their own cannot be trusted."
